Square Miles of 
School Territory 
POLO — (Special) — Polo 


area residents Saturday vot- 
ed in favor of a community 
unit school district defined by 
the present boundaries of the 
Polo high school district. The 
total vote approved the plan 
by more than two to one. 


Yes votes totaled 866 and no 


votes, 410. However, the issue had 
to be approved by the city of Polo 
and the rural area 
separately. 


Polo voters voted 457 yes to 107 
no. Rural districts voted 409 yes 
to 303 no. 


116 Square Miles 


The unit district includes 116 


square miles, arid lias an assessed 
valuation of $22,397,014. State aid 
for the area is expected to jump 
from the $30,000 paid in 1952-53 to 
an estimated $40,000 under the 
unit system. School officials said 
the boost would beMu« to state 
laws which favor community unit 
districts. 


An election will be held March 


20 to name the seven-man board 
of education to operate the dis- 
trict. Candidates must file peti- 
tions with the signatures of 50 
legal voters with Wilbur L. Pick- 
ering, county superintendent of 
schools, Oregon, before Saturday. 
Candidates must be legal voters 
of the district, and have lived in 
the district one year. No more 
than three members may be resi- 
dents of one township. 


The regular term of a board 


member will be three years. To 
provide for rotation of the mem- 
bers' terms, the elected members 
will draw lots to determine how 
long his term will be. Two will 
serve one year; two for two 
years; and three for three years. 


The county superintendent will 


call a meeting of the board within 
10 days after the election to or- 
ganize it. However, the board will 
not assume its duties, until July 1.

W. Zwicker and told him: 
"You should be removed from 
any command" 
in their 


stormy closed-door session 
last week, it was disclosed to- 
day. 


It was such language as this 


which aroused Secretary of the 
Army Stevens and led him to di- 
rect that two generals not comply 
with McCarthy's calls for their ap- 
pearance before McCarthy's inves- 
tigations subcommittee.

What McCarthy told Zwicker 


was disclosed when the senator 
made public a transcript of the 
New York session. 


Delay Hearing 


At the same time, it was sjv 


nounced that a scheduled appear- 
ance of Stevens before McCarthy's 
committee Tuesday had been post- 
poned until Thursday morning1. 


Stevens, accusing McCarthy ef 


"unwarranted abuse of our loyal 
officers" 
in the questioning of 


Zwicker, had agreed to testify 
publicly before the subcommittee. 


Stevens also asked for a trans- 


cript of McCarthy's hearing for 
Zwicker who is commander at 
Camp Kilmer, N. J. 


Sen. McClellan of Arkansas, se- 


nior Democrat on the Senate in- 
vestigations subcommittee, said ha 
had approved release of the trans- 
cript today after the officials re- 
porters who took the testimony 
had assured him it was complete. 


Accused of Slanting 


Zwicker had asserted that Me- 


Carthyl in telling reporters about 
Zwicker's testimony, "gave a col- 
ored and slanted version." 


McClellan said the transcript 


does not contain some of the quo- 
tations which he understood had 
been attributed to McCarthy by 
Steveps. 


Zwicker was questioned by Me* 


Carthy at length concerning the 
case of Maj, Irving Peress, who 
was allowed to resign from the 
Army under honorable conditions 
in the face of McCarthy's demands 
that Peress should be court- 
martialed. 


McCarthy has described Peresa 


jas a "Fifth Amendment Commu- 
nist." 


At one point in the hearing. the 


transcript showed, McCarthy said 
to Zwicker: 


One or the Other 


"Either your honesty or your in- 


telligence; I can't help impugn- 
ing one or the other, when you 
teli us that a major in your com- 
mand who was known to you to 
have been before a Senate com- 
mittee and of whom you read the 
press releases very carefully—to 
now have you sit here and tell us 
that you did not know whether he 
refused to answer questions about 
Communist activities." 


This statement by McCarthy fol- 


lowed Zwicker's statement that he 
did not "specifically" know that 
Peress had refused to answer 
questions about, in McCarthy's 
words, "his Communist activities." 


Zwicker told McCarthy, accord- 


ing to the transcript, that he knew 
Peress "refused to answer ques- 
tions for the committee." 


McCarthy then asked: "Did you

Washington Would Have Approved 


Of Our Fight for Freedom 


Those among us who still toot the horn of national self- 


ishness love to cite the words of George Washington in justi- 
fication. 
Washington's advice in his farewell address, to stay free 


of "entangling alliances," has been widely supposed to mean 
that he saw the ideal America as a sort of walled-off para- 
dise—a nation that would walk its way alone, guarding its 
precious gifts by avoiding entanglement in the fights of 
other nations. 
. 
But the entanglements Washington feared were chiefly 


those of the moment. He knew that the infant Republic 
needed time to build sturdy muscles. Stronger foreign pow- 
ers that seemed to offer help might really exploit its weak- 
nesses. 
* 
• • 


He did not imply, by any means, that America should 


not respond to the world around it, or should shirk from bat- 
tling universal problems. As he wrote in 1795, ". . . sure I 
am, if this country is preserved in tranquility twenty years 
longer, it may bid defiance in a just cause to any power what- 
ever; such in that time will be its population, wealth and re- 
sources." 


Washington saw that America's "just cause" was the 


defense of freedom, wherever that right was threatened. He 
and his brilliant colleagues—Franklin, Jefferson, Hamilton, 
Adams, Jay, Madison and the others—knew that the "more 
perfect union" has a timeless calling to answer, a calling 
greater than personal safety. 


Americans today cannot be blamed if their duties as a 


leader of nations do not make them feel like dancing in the 
streets. Leadership has not been a joy ride; it has cost us 
tremendous wealth and the blood of our sons. 


The thought of forsaking the duties, forgetting the trou- 


bles of others and caring for only our own, naturally seems 
attractive. 
* 
* 
* 


That, however, we cannot do, for the right to freedom 


is not exclusive. Those who have that right are bound by 
its very nature to protect its existence for others, no matter 
who the others may be. And as long as a single man must 
chew on the bit of tyrants, a threat exists to our own liberty. 


History has shown many times, that with brave, alert 


and inspiring leadership the cause of freedom will not lose 
its way. But leadership is always essential, and now that our 
own great strength has given the task to us, we must not 
fear to assume it. 


George Washington would have been among the first 


to endorse such a role. For, above all else, he was never 
afraid to lead.

The recovery rate from cancer 


of the breast, when discovered 
early and promptly treated pro- 
perly, is encouragingly high. Rath- 
er rare in women before the age 
of 25, cancer of the breast uv 
creases in frequency as the years 
goby. 


It is now believed that women 


should be taught to examine their 
own breasts, and if anything ab- 
normal is found, to seek profes- 
sional assistance 
at once. The 


more rapidly will real progress 
be made toward the control of this 
form of cancer. 


The symptoms are important be- 


cause they lead to that early diag- 
nosis which is so important. A lump 
in the breast calls for immediate 
investigation. Some people mis- 
takenly believe that cancer1 of the 
breast cannot be present unless 
the nipples are pulled in or actual' 
ly inverted. True, this may be a 
symptom, although generally a late 
one. 


More important is a flattening of 


some portion of the breast. Any 
change in the shape of the breast 
which has not been present before 
is suspicious. Also, any discharge 
or secretion from the nipple should 
be cause for prompt study.

In this form of 
cancer in particular a little more 
knowledge and prompt action can 
prevent tragedy.

Play the 3-2 Trump; Win Bridge Hand 


,

"Would you be good enough," 


asks a Montreal correspondent, "to 
analyze the accompanying hand 
and indicate the proper line of play 
to make the contract. I found a 
way to go down one." 


Glad" to oblige, but perhaps I 


should comment first on the bid- 
ding. North bid .his hand as though 
he held about an additional king. 
If I had a partner who bid so am- 
bitiously, I wouldn't be in a hurry 
to redouble with the South hand. 


Nevertheless, the contract should 


be made if South simply plays for 
a 3-2 trump Break. South can hard- 
ly take out insurance against any 
worse trump break. 


West leads the king of spades, 


and South ruffs with the deuce. 
South immediately returns the six 
of hearts, allowing West to take 
the king. South must play the 
trumps by ducking in this way, 
since there are not enough entries 
to dummy to take two trump 
finesses. 


West continues the spades, and 


South is forced to ruff with the 
ten of hearts. South next leads the 
king of diamonds, forcing out 
East's ace. 


East continues the p u m p i n g 


process by leading a third round 
of spades, and South must ruff 
with the jack. 
" South now leads his blank ace 
of hearts, leaving the queen of 
hearts in the East hand. Ignoring1 
that queen of hearts, South goes 
after the clubs. East can 
ruff 


whenever he likes, but that is the 
only trick his side can make from 
that point on. Declarer has the rest 
with clubs and the queen of dia- 
monds. 


It's interesting to work out some 


of the variations in this hand. If 
South doesn't force out the ace of 
diamonds. East will wait until all 
the clubs have been run and will 
then take the ace of diamonds, 


draw trumps with the queen ot 
hearts, and cash a spade to de- 
feat^the contract. If the defenderi 
fail to lead spades at each oppor-

All foods supply some calories for 
this purpose, although some foods 
provide more than others. Getting 
too many calories is a frequent 
problem among some persons, who 
are usually less active than in ear- 
lier years and need fewer calories.

Dulles invited the lawmakers to

"I think it is a tremendous dis- 


grace to the Army to have this 
sort Of thing given to the public. 
I intend to give it to them. I have 
a duty to do that. 


"I intend to repeat to the press 


exactly what you said. So you know 
that. 


"You will be back here, gen- 


eral." 


At a news conference in Phila- 


delphia this morning McCarthy 
said Army officers have no right 
to refuse to appear before his com- 
mittee but they do have a right to 
refuse to answer questions which 
would violate orders issued by 
their superiors.

»he U. S. Information Agency says 
a check of its staff turned up no 
Communists, but 31 persons were 
fired on other grounds as security 
risks. 


Director T h e o d o r e Streibert

It 
covered operations for the past 
five months. 


In all, the agency reduced its 


personnel from 13.500 to 9,281 dur- 
ing a reorganization in which it 
cut down operations at home and 
abroad about 25 per cent. 


SMOOTH and CREAMY 


Heavy Smokers Should Be 
X-rayed Often. Says Medic 


WASHINGTON «P>— The Ameri- 


can Cancer Society's statistical re- 
search director said today a heavy 
smoker "is very foolish if he does 
not have a chest X-ray taken 
twice a year"—although there is 
no proof smoking causes cancer. 


Dr. E. Cuyler Hammond, the 


director, gave the advice in a 
copyrighted interview with the 
magazine XJ.S. News & World Re- 
port. 


And the magazine described him 


as smoking during the interview. 


Dr. Hammond said a heavy 


s m o k e r should take the recom- 
mended precaution "so long as 
there is even a strong suspicion 
that smoking causes lung cancer." 


But he also said everyone, es- 


pecially those over 45. should have 
an X-ray at least once a year, 
and he added: 


"If you are a timid soul, then 


you should also give up smoking 
at least until the facts are known." 


Dr. Hammond indicated the kind 


of facts he is after by saying, "If 
we should find that the death rate 
from lung cancer is much higher 
among heavy smokers and the 
death rate from other forms of 
cancer is not one bit higher among 
heavy smokers, then I'd say the 
e v i d e n c e would be extremely 
strong that there is a cause-and- 
effect relation." 


He said his "personal guess 


right now" is that there is such a 
relationship between smoking and 
lung cancer, but he does not know 
whether the smoking effect is 


I "trivial" or so important that 
cigarette manufacture should be 
stopped "until we find what's in 
them that is bad and remove it." 


He said there w.ere some indica- 


tions cigarette smokers were more 
susceptible to lung cancer, while 
cigar and pipe smokers were more 
likely to develop lip, tongue or 
mouth cancer. 


Dr. Hammond is in charge of a 


research project under which 22,- 
000 volunteers have been inter- 
viewing 204,000 men 50 to 69 years 
old about their smoking habits. 
Each year, the causes of any 
deaths among the group are medi- 
cally investigated. 


IMPALES PREY 


Commonly known as the butch- 


erbird, the North American shrike 
gets its nickname from the man- 
ner in which it kills prey. It cap- 
tures small birds, mice, or grass- 
hoppers in its beak, then forces 
them onto thorns, fence barbs, or 
broken twigs, in the manner a 
butcher hangs meat on hooks.

Washington's Advice Not 
Always Followed Today 


By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON (*—If G e o r g e 


Washington could hear his Fare- 
well Address read in Congress to- 
day, would he make any changes 
in the advice he gave the nation 
in 1796? 


It was advice which the nation 


has always honored but basalt al- 
ways followed. 


Washington 
might 
revise 
his 


thinking about political parties, 
about which he had deep misgiv- 
ings. 


True ,. . ". But . . . 


"There is an opinion," he said, 


"that parties in free countries are 
useful checks upon the adminis- 
tration of government and serve to 
keep alive the spirit of liberty." 


He said he thought this was 


probably true "within certain lim- 
its" and he mentioned monarchies 
as an example, but he added that 
in a government like this party 
spirit "is a spirit not to be en- 
couraged." 


At the time he wrote there was 


only one party, the Federalists, 
led by Alexander Hamilton and 
representing 
the 
moneyed and 


commercial interests in the East. 
It wasn't 'ong afterwards that the 
Republicans, under Thomas Jeffer- 
son, rose up, smashed the Federal- 
ists, and set the two-party system 
in motion. These Republicans were 
the forerunner of the present Dem- 
ocratic party. 


It was the rise of political par- 


ties which, by keeping any class 
or faction from controlling too 
long, probably was the main force 
in 
preserving 
the 
democratic 


American society which Washing- 
ton wanted preserved. 


Backed Isolationism 


Washington's advise to this coun- 


try to stay out entangling foreign 
alliances made his Farewell Ad- 
dress a hymn book for American 
Isolationists. And for more than 
100 years his advice was followed. 


"Europe," he said, "has a set of 


primary' interests which to us have 


none or a very remote relation. 
Hence she must be engaged in fre- 
quent controversies, the cause of 
which are essentially foreign to our 
concern." 


But he didn't'lay down isolation- 


ism as a blanket rule. He foresaw 
the time when this country might 
have to make alliances: 


"Taking care always to keep 


ourselves by suitable 
establish- 


ments on a respectable defensive 
posture, we may safely trust to 
temporary alliances for extraordi- 
nary emergencies." 


Three Emergencies 


What is an extraordinary emer- 


gency? This country thought it saw 
one in World Wars I and n, when 
it made alliances, and after World 
War II when it joined the Atlantic 
Pact with Western Europe against 
Russia, although it might be ar- 
gued the Atlantic Fact is hardly 
temporary. 


But Washington's advice was dis- 


regarded when this country joined 
the United Nations after World 
War n to try to preserve peace 
and stop aggression anywhere on 
earth. 
Plan Police

McCarthy
